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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to the Applicant's arguments filed on November 1 1 , 2004 in 
which claims 1 1-32 are currently pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. In the remarks, the Applicant argues in substance that Ku fails to teach a 
private/public communication system and a base station transceiver. However, the 
Examiner disagrees with the preceding assertion. In addition to a private system, Ku 
teaches all the basic components of radiotelephone system such as BSC, BS, and 
MSC. A wireless transceiver unit such as transceiver 21 can be within a mobile unit, a 
base unit, or a MSC. Therefore, a wireless transceiver is equivalent to a base 
transceiver. 

The Applicant further argues that the prior art fails to teach if a message received 
for a service requested by a particular one of the mobile stations (MSs) is a public 
mobile communication service message, the public/private communication service unit 
provides a path designation to transparently transmit the received message to the public 
mobile communication network's base station controller (BSC) connected to the 
public/private communication service, and if the received message is a private mobile 
communication service message, the public/private communication service unit 
provides a path designation to a corresponding private mobile communication service 
unit, which is the core of the claimed invention. However, the preceding limitations are 
disclosed in the system of Ku wherein the MSC discriminates whether or not the base 
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receiving the call is public or private and routes the call accordingly, page 1 1 line 12 to 
page 12, line 27. Therefore, the rejection is maintained as repeated in the previous 
Office Action.
